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Edith  Heath  is  recognized  as  an  important  potter 
because  her  mass-produced  stoneware  made  in  the 
Heath  Ceramic  plant  in  Sausalito  is  sold  through¬ 
out  the  country  and  exhibited  in  leading  museums. 

By  translating  the  designs  developed  on  a  potter's 
wheel  to  modern  production  methods,  Edith  and  Bryan 
Heath  have  created  a  well  designed  inexpensive 
dinner  ware. 

The  aim  of  "Art  In  Your  Life"  is  to  show  you  how 
pottery  and  ceramics  are  used  every  day.  Pottery 
is  basic  in  our  lives.  From  your  first  sip  of 
coffee  in  the  morning  until  you  turn  off  the  light 
switch  at  night,  you  have  been  using  pottery  in  one 
of  its  many  forms. 

Today,  Art  In  Your  Life  will  show  you  pottery  in  its 
oldest  and  most  elevated  use:  as  a  form  of  art  ex¬ 
pression.
